On September 14, 1982 Declaratory Resolution Bill No. 

R82-09-10 was introduced in City Council requesting designation 

of the complex owned by Essex, Inc., with a mailing address 

of 1601 Wall Street as an "urban development area" for purposes 

of tax abatement.
